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Selectmen’s Report 


1999 was a mixed year. The impact of the new State Property Tax was very disappointing. 
The imposition of that tax in its entirety rather than over 5 years was frustrating. We spent 
a lot of time in Concord, along with your elected Representatives to oppose that tax or, at 
least, minimize its impact. As you realize, the Supreme Court ruled that the “phase in” 
component was unconstitutional. What the long term of this state tax means is very 
unclear. It will, in our opinion, be self defeating in the long run. As that state rate 
increases, more communities will become “donor” communities and other “receiving” 
communities will get fewer dollars. The leadership in Concord failed basic economics. 


Nevertheless, the municipal budget finished “in the black’ and the new school opened for 
its first year of operation (See the Village District Report). The flood damage of 1998 to 
the Town roads was repaired. We also were able to pave the steep section of Dick Brown 
Road and repave the north section of Whittemore Point Road. All the culverts were 
upgraded to larger diameter to accommodate greater storm run off. We also finished 
repairs associated from the 1998 ice storm, cleaned up the roadsides and fixed the Class 
VI roads to act as emergencies lanes for forest fire protection. In retrospect, we were 
fortunate to come out of those events in such good shape given the severity of the storms. 
We spent close to $ 1,000,000 to repair that damage and ended up with the municipal rate 
dropping in those two years and better roads as a result! 


The Y2K issue was a non event for most. We had to replace most hardware and upgrade 
our software to avoid that problem. Most of our “stuff” was quite old and was need of 
upgrading. We had the usual hassles associated with upgrading, but no serious issues. 


We are proposing a modest budget for your review. The Town is in excellent financial 
shape. Debt is low. Most of our debt will be paid off between 2003 and 2005. That 
includes the bond issue for the new school building and a fire truck. We are proposing to 
purchase a new plow truck for the highway department with a sander body and plow. The 
current truck is a 1982 model and in excess of 200,000 miles. It will become a “summer 
truck” and semi retired. We are also recommending to erect a metal storage build, rebuild 
the existing salt shed, and replace the garage doors on the highway and fire department 
buildings with new fiberglass insulated doors. 


This summer, we will use the TRA road funds to seal the balance of Whittemore Point Rd, 
Pine St., Scott Drive, Kingwood Lane, Meadowbrook Rd, Alpine Rd, Foxtail and part of 
Dick Brown Road. Any remaining funds will be used to prepare the gravel section of Dick 
Brown Road to Poole Hill for paving in the near future. That would include paving to the 
bridge on John Smith Hill Rd. (Assuming no natural calamities occur to drain the budget) 
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This summer, we will start an update of all property assessments. It will be done on a part 
time basis and take the next 3 summers to complete. All towns will be forced by the State 
to revisit their assessments given the nature of the State Property Tax. The current system 
of valuations varies greatly from community to community. The State is rushing to patch 
this mess. This is because many donor communities have challenged the State property tax 
on its methods. (We are one of those communities challenging the State Property Tax) We 
announced two years ago that we should plan for this update. It has been ten years since 
the last revaluation. Our assessments are in good shape and this approach will improve 
them. This will save a lot of costs. It will cost $15,000 per year. For comparison, the 
1988 reassessment cost $65,000. An outside independent assessor will conduct this 


update. As before, you will have the opportunity to review any changes with the 


assessor before they are implemented. The assessor will be visiting your property this 
summer. Your cooperation will be greatly appreciated. 


We have increased the budget for the Incinerator District by $10,000. The State 
regulatory agencies are passing new rules that will force us to modify the facility. 
Bridgewater and Hebron are setting a capital reserve to raise $100,000 to upgrade this 
facility over the next few years. 


A “pet gripe” of most cities and towns is the increasing regulatory burden passed by the 
State. Well meaning legislators pass laws intended to improve things. By the time the 
“administrative” rules are written, the net effect is that the costs are borne by the local 
communities and paid by the local property tax. Very seldom does the State send money 
to offset the added costs. Likewise, added standards by Police Standard, Fire Standards 
and other agencies are designed for full time, large city departments. What is necessary in 
Manchester probably is overkill in small communities like ours! 


There are two zoning amendments for your consideration. One is a clarification from last 
year which proposes to reduce the size of the Commercial Zone on RT. 3A. The other 
deals with lots which may be divide by a zoning boundary and how to deal with that type 
of lot. These are recommended by the Planning Board. 


We have a new Road Agent!. As many may know, Don Atwood has left to take a position 
as Director of Public Works in New Hampton. Lawrence (Larry) Gilpatric has taken his 
place and brings to the job a great deal of experience. He and his wife Sandy live in Town 
on River Road. He is has been a member of the Fire Department for many years and is the 
Forest Fire Warden. We are pleased to welcome Larry to the Bridgewater Team.

INDEPENDENT AUDITOR'S REPORT 


To the Members of the

We have audited the accompanying general purpose financial statements of the Town of Bridgewater as 
of and for the year ended December 31, 1999 as listed in the table of contents. These general purpose 
financial statements are the responsibility of the Town's management. Our responsibility is to express 
an opinion on these general purpose financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards. Those standards 
require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial 
statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence 
supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the 
accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the 
overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our 
opinion. 


The general purpose financial statements referred to above do not include the general fixed assets 
account group which should be included in order to conform with generally accepted accounting 
principles. As is the case with most municipal entities in the State of New Hampshire, the Town of 
Bridgewater has not maintained historical cost records of its fixed assets. The amount that should be 
recorded in the general fixed assets account group is not known. 


In our opinion, except for the effect on the financial statements of the omission described in the 
preceding paragraph, the general purpose financial statements referred to above present fairly, in all 
material respects, the financial position of the Town of Bridgewater, as of December 31, 1999, and the 
results of its operations and the cash flows of its nonexpendable trust funds for the year then ended in 
conformity with generally accepted accounting principles. 


The Unaudited Supplementary Information on page 19 is not a required part of the basic financial 
statements but is supplementary information required by the Governmental Accounting Standards Board. 
We have applied certain limited procedures, which consisted principally of inquiries of management 
regarding the methods of measurement and presentation of the supplementary information. However, 
we did not audit the information and do not express an opinion on it. In addition, we do not provide 
assurance that the Town of Bridgewater is or will become year 2000 compliant, the Town of 
Bridgewater’s year 2000 remediation efforts will be successful in whole or in part, or that parties with 
which the Town of Bridgewater does business are or will become year 2000 compliant.

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Forestry Fire Report. 


Good news for this year. No forest fires! While this is always good news, we all need to 

be vigilant with respect to outdoor fires. This is especially important since the Ice Storm 

of 1998 left a tremendous amount of wood slash on the forest floor to act as a significant 
fuel source. 


Please file for a fire permit for outside burning. You can leave a message at the highway 
department, or contact any of the deputy wardens. You can also leave a message at the 
Town Offices. 


We are currently working with the Department of Forestry and the Fire Department for 
new forestry equipment through a State forestry grant. This would include a slide in tank 
and pump for a pickup; a four wheel ATV to access remote sites and other related 
equipment. Combined with prior grants to reclaim Class VI roads as emergency fire lanes, 
we are in good shape. 


Please be careful with fires.

Report 


This year witnessed the opening of the new school. This event went very smoothly thanks to 
the community efforts of all. Likewise, the transition for the children went equally well due to 
the efforts of parents and teachers. 


Finances: 

The Village District seems to be on target based on current analysis and future projections 
The present tax of .79 is below our initial predictions of $1.25/1000. Next years rate will 
increase by less than $ .05 cents. Remember, the bond issue will be retired in early 2004! 


Thanks to private donations and community labor, the new playground was installed late fall. 
(Savings: $30,000) To those who donated and/or helped, thank you! The school computer 
network is underway. The network infrastructure is completed and the individual computers 
will be installed shortly. We plan to start installing computers in the library and complete the 
computer lab later this year. 


Bridgewater-Hebron Village District receives a Charitable Non-Profit Status (501-C3) 


We have raised about $25,000 of private funds for this project. About half has been expended 
thus far. We are currently working on additional grants to complete the lab. We have received 
a challenge grant of $5000 in the memory of Frank O’Neil. We have also received about 

$ 2000 toward that portion of that grant. If you are interested, please consider a tax 
deductible contribution toward this project. This lab will also be used as a community 
resource to conduct adult classes in technology. For information on a tax deductible 
contribution, please call the Treasurer, Hank Woolner at 744-5055. 


For those interested, the lab uses an IBM Netfinity server using MS Windows NT networked 
to APPLE Imacs which can run as a native MAC or use Windows 98. In short, the 
infrastructure in the building can support either APPLE or PC’s which will give the greatest 
flexibility for the future. All can access the Internet. 


Additional News: 


Mr. & Mrs. King donated another parcel of property to the Town of Bridgewater to be 
donated to the Village District. We are proposing to purchase the Westcott property which is 
now surrounded by the school on both sides and the building towers over her property in the 
rear. The land and building are on RT. 3a across from the store and in the commercial zone. 
Because of the fields, lots, pond, and state restrictions, the existing campus has very little 
room for additional parking, outbuildings and the like. 
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This proposal will require a deposit of $24,000 and a final payment of $ 75,000 in 2005. The 
owner will remain on the property and will retain the mortgage for that period for a 2% per 
year interest rate. We have also received a $20,000 donation for this purpose. \t is 
a good investment for the District. The location of the school building relative to Mrs. 
Westcott home was unfortunate but required by the State. In addition, this summer, we had to 
install a drilled well on this property, as the construction of the roads may have drained the 
existing surface well. Please support this article at the District meeting on March 21, 2000. 


School Building Collaborations: 

“Our community school has offered space to a number of activities. The BCC has used the 
Gym for a basketball league, volleyball for adults has started and other activities have been 
initiated in the evenings. Community members have commented on how nice it is to have a 
neighborhood school.
